DETAILED ACTION 

This is the first Office Action for the serial number 1 0/050, 1 87, STRUCTURE FOR 
MOUNTING SPEAKER, filed on 1/18/02. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "the rim" in line 5, "the opening" in line 5, "the inner wall" 
in line 10. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 4, line 3, "shape of a stone" is indefinite because "stone" has variety shape and 
size. The applicant needs to be more specific about the stone shape or appearance. 

Claims 2-3 are rejected as depending on rejected claim 1. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1 and 3-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by US Patent # 
5,699,438 to Smith et al. 

Smith et al. teaches a mounting structure for mounting a speaker (50) comprising a base 
seat (70) with a sound output hole (73) on its surface. The base seat has therein an annular inner 
partitioning wall (75) with a plurality of spaced inner protruding engaging flanges of the base 
seat. The structure comprises a speaker (50) with a mounting ring (56) on a frame (54) thereof 
for assembly with the base seat. The mounting ring is provided with a plurality of spaced outer 
protruding engaging flanges (the edges adjacent to 58 and 60). The structure includes a foam 
body (66) provided on of the frame. The foam body is abutted against the annular inner 
partitioning wall of the base seat in an airtight mode. The foam body is placed on an outer rim of 
he main body of the speaker. The base seat is round and arranged concentric with the annular 
inner partitioning wall. The base seat has a receiving hole at the center of base seat. The 
cabinet is in the shape of a stone (a concretion of indeterminate size or shape according to 
Merriam Webster's Collegiate Dictionary ) 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claim 2 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations 
of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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The prior art fails to teach the spaced inner and outer protruding engaging flanges having 
bevel surfaces.
